TOWN WARRANT 
The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Windham in the 
County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Lower Town 
Hall in said Windham, on Tuesday, the 8th day of 
March, next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 

3. To choose one Delegate to the Constitutional 
Convention. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to hire money in anticipation 
of Taxe:. 

5. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the repair of Highways, and bridges for the 
year ensuing and make appropriation for same. 

6. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Town Tar roads. 

7. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for sanding the class 5 roads. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount 
for the early payment of Taxes or take any action re- 
lating thereto. 

9. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise for the observance of Memorial Day. 

10. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by 
the Tax Collector Deeds. 

11. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for relief of needy persons and 
Old Age Assistance. 
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12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money towards liquidating the present 
debt. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 
3 of the List of Rules and Regulations for Care of 
Cemeteries of Windham, N. H., adopted by the Town of 
Windham, March 138, 1883, so that it will read as fol- 
lows: Non Residents buying a lot shall deposit the sum 
of $100.00 for perpetual care of same. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $100.00 for the Eradication of White 
Pine Blister. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to purchase an 
aero-photographic map of the town if the same can be 
purchased for the sum not to exceed $30.00, and if 
voted in the affirmative, to raise and appropriate money 
for the same. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
old road south of the Legasse Place leading from Lowell 
Road to Proctor Road. 

17. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
old unused parts of the road, on left and right hand 
sides of Proctor Road directly south of No. 2 School. 

18. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
road from Nelson Proctor’s residence easterly to inter- 
section of Proctor Road. 

19. (By petition). To see if the Town of Windham 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Hund- 
red Dollars ($200.00) for the repair of the road lead- 
ing from the Range Road to the West Shore of Canobie 
Lake known as the Canobie Lake West Shore Camp 
road. 

20. (By petition). We, the undersigned being own- 
ers of the property located on The Narrows or Eber- 
hardt Grove, Cobbett’s Pond, Windham, N. H., 
do hereby petition the Selectmen of the Town of Wind- 
ham, New Hampshire, to grade and widen the lane 
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leading to the Pond from the main road. 

21. (By request). To see if the Town will vote to 
close Gov. Dinsmore road from the intersection of the 
road running from Route No. 28 to the Morrison road 
as far as the railroad trestle. 

22. (By request). To see if the Town will choose 
a committee to inquire into the advisability of publish- 
ing a History of the Town, or bringing the present one 
up to date, and report at the 1939 Town Meeting. 

28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the celebration of the anni- 
versary of the ratification of the federal constitution by 
the state June 21, 1938, said sum to be expended under 
the direction of the Selectmen. 

24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to accept gift of land from Laura E. Austin 
through Noyes Land, so called, for a public highway; 
and also to authorize them to arrange, if possible, to 
connect this road southerly with shore road along 
Alexander shore, so called, on Cobbetts Pond, and also 
to connect this road northerly with Eberhardt land; 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 

25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding $1500.00 for W. P. A. pro- 
jects. 

26. To see if the Town will vote to apply for T. R. 
A. aid for roads. 

27. To see if the Town will vote to apply for State 
aid for roads. 

28. To see if the Town will vote to have the candi- 
dates for Highway agents file for the district they wish 
to serve, and the high man in each district be elected. 

29. To see if the Town will vote to build a new 
bridge on William Moeckel road, so called, and if voted 
in the affirmative, to raise and appropriate money for 
same. 


30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 for the repair of Alexander 
Road. 

31. (By request). To see if the Town will return to 
its former method of having its acting Chief of Police, 
or Superintendent so called, serve by appointment by 
the Board of Selectmen, this article shall take effect 
on its passage. 

32. (By request). To see what action the Town will 
take as to the repairing of the Library, fixing entrance,,. 
pointing up stone work where necessary, painting, etc.,. 
said work to be done as far as possible iout of funds 
available for same, but also to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money if funds are not sufficient. 

33. (By petition). To see if the Town will return 
to its former way of caring for the poor, that is, by 
the Selectmen, as at present there is a great deal of 
duplication by the Selectmen and the Overseer of Poor, 
also on June 1, 1938 the Relief laws are to be greatly 
changed. This article to take effect on its passage. 

34. To hear the reports of Auditors, Agents and 
other committees heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto.

Again I wish to extend to the citizens and visitors of 
Windham, thanks for their support in prevention and 
suppression of forest fires for the year 1937. 


Kindly bear in mind that no person shall kindle or 
cauze to be kindled any fire in or near woodlands, 
pasture, brush, sprout, waste or cut-over land, or 
where the fire may be communicated to such land, ex- 
cept when the ground is covered with snow without 
first obtaining written permission from the forest fire 
warden. 


Camp or cooking fires may be kindled without 
written permission of the forest fire warden, providing 
permission has been secured from the land owner. 
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Build no fires on dry, windy days or when the woods 


are closed by proclamation. 


Every person starting a fire which gets out of control 
is liable for the cost of extinguishing it, in addition to 


the penalty of violation and damage resulting.

To the Windham School Board: 


There has been one important change in school ad- 
ministration in Windham this current year, namely, 
transportation of practically all of the seventh and 
eighth grade pupils to the Searles School. 


This change is beneficial in two ways, it more nearly 
equalized the number of pupils in these schools and in 
addition it makes it possible for these grammar grades 
to do such special work as seems most needed to fit 
them for entrance to high school.
